Entirely New System 


To Be Tried Out Here 


Spring Registration, both Ad- 
and Regular, will initiate 
the use of a new registration pro- 
cess. Instead of the student being 
given a class card when enrolling 
in each class, he will receive in his 
registration packet eight pre-punch- 
ed enrollment cards, which he fills 
out with the specific class infor 
mation and gives to the division 
stations when enrolling. The stu- 
dent will, as usual, know imme- 
diately whether or not he is ac- 
cepted into any particular class. 

This new proceduffe, teemed 
with the new Advance Registration 
policy recently developed by the 
College Registration Procedures 
Committee and the Administrative 
Council, will mark a major inno- 
vation in Registration. 

The Advance Registration policy 
is not a duplicate of any process 
now in operation, but a new system, 
drawn from many sources which 
will, it is hoped, prove right for 
Sacramento State. 


Developed by Landis 

This process, reversing the usual 
Registration procedure, has been 
developed by Registrar Dean C. 
Landis and is one of the first ma- 
jor innovations under his tenure 
in that office. 

He hopes the new system will 
alleviate some of the problems en- 
countered during fall registration 
due to the greatly increased en- 
roliment. 

In developing this system, Lan- 
dis has spent much time investigat- 
ing Registration methods at large 
colleges throughout the country. 

Recently he attended IBM schooi 
in San Jose, with special emphasis 
in computer application in higher 
education. 


vance 


According to Willys W. Folsom, 
Associate Dean of Students, modi- 
fications on Landis’ plan have 
been minor. “We have felt right 
from the beginning that we have 
relied greatly on his efforts,” Fol 
som stated. 

System Needed 

The need arose, he explained, as 
enrollment increased for a greatly 
revised registration system. Solu- 
tions developed from Landis’ study, 
and were presented to the College 
Commitiee on Registration Pro- 
cedures, and the Administrative 
staff (including division staffs) 
which gave them “full considera- 
tion,” and approved them. 

Folsom commented that he had 
‘never seen so much cooperation, 
such enthusiastic support for a col- 
lege-wide project in (his) 9 years 
here.” 

Without this cooperation, Lan- 
dis feels the program could not 
have preceeded this far, and could 
not possibly hope to succeed. 


Advantages 
For the student, the program 
should offer several advantages. 


One of the prime reasons for in- 
stiluting the new procedure was to 
make it easier to open new sections 
of any class as the need arises, 

It is hoped by both Landis and 
Folsom that a great number of 
students will take advantage of the 
program. They emphasize that this 
is absolutely necessary to make it 
effective.

New Registration Plan 





Will Begin January 4th 
States Registrar Landis 


An entirely new system of registration will begin on campus 
next month. The new system, called “Advance Registration,” is 
definitely not the pre-registration which has recently become 


familiar on campus. It is, in- 
stead, an entirely new system, 
by which the student may com 
pletely enroll during designated 
hours before the end of the se- 
mester, and finish the registration 
process by mailing in his fees. 

All students currently enrolled 
have the option of using either the 
Advance Registration schedule 
(Jan. 4-13) or the Regular Regis- 
tration schedule (Feb. 9-10) 


Procedure Announced 

The six steps of the new regis 
tration process are outlined in the 
official announcement of the Regis- 
trar’s Office 

Jan. 4 and 5, from 7 am. to 7 
p.m. —- Registration materials and 
detailed instructions, including a 
schedule of classes must be pick- 
ed up in the Physical Education 
Building. 

Jan. 4 through 13 — Approval 
of the Adviser's Study List card 
must be obtained by the individual 
student before attempting to regis- 
ter. 

Jan. & through 13 — Students 
may enroll at Division Enroll- 
ment Stations (named and located 
in enrollment instructions) by al- 
phabetical groups. 

Jan. 13 through 30—Completed 
registration packets and payment 
of fees must be mailed into the 
Business Office by the postmark 
deadline of midnight, jan. 30 

Feb. 8, 9-11 a.m. — Students 
needing to make an adjustment in 
their schedule after receiving their 
grade reports may do so at this 
time 


Regular Registration 

Feb. 9 and 10 — Regular Regis- 
tration will be held in the Mens 
Gymnasium for all entering fresh 
men and continuing students who 
have not completed Advance Reg 
istration. Students intending to use 
this schedule are advised to read 
their enrollment instrucions care- 
fully, since procedure has been 
changed for this part of Registra- 
tion also. 


Registrar Dean Landis empha- 
sizes that those students not mail- 
ing in their fees before the Jan. 30 
deadline may not simply walk into 
the Regular Registration and pay 
their fees. They must completely 
register again. 


Exceptions Noted 

The one exception to this is in 
the case of students under various 
programs (veterans, dependents, 
etc.) which pay their fees for them. 
It is recognized that these students 
need special bandling, and it will 
be possible for them to come in 
and settle their fees on Feb. 6. De- 
tails are given in the registration 
instructions 


Alpha Grouping 

Students will register in alpha- 
betical groups as usual, but at di- 
vision stations and using the new 
process. The following groups may 
register at the times indicated; or 
at any time after.
